The Governor replied that all those 
whose names are embraced in General Or- 
ders No. 90, would be allowed to qualify, 

Judge ERSKINE rose and announced that 
by request of his Excellency, the Governor 
elect, he would now administer the oath as 
required by the Constitution. Senators, as 
their names were called, approached the 
Clerk’s desk by threes and took the oath. 

The Governor announced that. for the 
purpose of effecting a speedy organization, 
Senators would now go into an election 
for President of the Senate, which was ac- 
cordingly done, and resulted as follows: 
Benjamin Conley 23, C. D. Wooten 15, C. 
R. Moore 1, John Harris 1. 

Mr. Conley, of Augusta, (Rad.) having 
received a majority of allthe votes cast, was 
therefore announced by the Governor as 
duly elected President of the Senate. 

An election for Secretary of the Senate 
was then held, with the following result:
